ENGLAND ABANDONS FREE TRADE 
A fter steadfastly resisting a general tariff for 
m ore tha n one hundred years G reat B ritain has 
finally yielded to the inev itable and definitely 
tu rn ed her back on free trade. The chancellor of 
the exchequer announced last week tha t P arlia­ 
m ent will lev y a duty of ten per cent on all im ­ 
ports into B ritain except a few foodstuffs and a 
few raw m aterials. 
| 
In tu rn in g to protection G reat B ritain has 
i m erely fallen in line w ith all the other great 
| com m ercial nations of the world. It was logical 
^tha t she should be the last, for if any nation 
[could prosper under free trade G reat B ritain 
m ust be tha t nation. W ith a lim ited area, lim ited 
raw m aterial and other n a tu ra l resources, the 
only possibility of B ritish prosperity seemed to 
be in her ov erseas trade, and tha t trade m ust 
rest upon ability to m anufacture goods a t a 
price tha t would com m and world m arkets. But 
the tim e has come w hen B ritish m anufacturers 
hav e found them selv es not only unable to com ­ 
pete in m any foreign m arkets w hich they hav e 
form erly dom inated, but unable ev en to hold 
their hom e m arket against the trem endous pres­ 
sure of foreign com petitors. The world is fairly 
crowded w ith v ast supplies of ev ery sort, seek­ 
ing a m arket a t nearly any price, and B ritish 
industry had found itself simply ov erwhelmed 
and obliged in self defense to set up a tariff wall. 
The lesson to the U nited States is so plain tha t 
it m ay be read on the run. If G reat B ritain, 
better equipped tha n any other nation in the 
[world to hold her own w ith all com petitors in the 
f field of international trade, finds it necessary 
|to discard the traditions of a century and resort 
to a protectiv e tariff, how m uch m ore essential 
it is to our prosperity tha t the system upon 
w hich our industries hav e rested from the foun­ 
dation of the Republic should not be disturbed. 
It is v astly to the credit of the Dem ocratic lead­ 
ers in Congress tha t, a fter all their v iolent a s­ 
s a u lts upon it, they hav e abandoned the fight 
against the Hawley-Sm oot law and now fran k ­ 
ly adm it tha t to reduce the rates it carries would 
be to expose our m arkets to a disastrous flood of 


cheap foreign goods and thu s increase unem ­ 
ploym ent and fu rther dem oralize business. 
The A m erican protectiv e policy has nev er been 
so v ital an economic necessity as it is now. 


NO INTERNATIONAL POLICE 
It is not likely tha t the plea pu t forw ard in 
the Genev a disarm am ent conference by Andre 
Tardieu, French delegate, for an in tern atio n al 
police body to enforce peace, will get v ery far. 
Most of the nations represented a t G enev a are 
opposed to the idea w hich is not a new one, and 
has been put forw ard from tim e to tim e ev er 
since the W orld W ar got under way. 
In the 
U nited States, ev en some of the in tern atio n al­ 
ist leaders adm it tha t the tim e is n ot ripe for 
such a proposal to be put into effect. 
The plan would of course be ideal from the 
French standpoint. France is interested in m ain ­ 
taining tfje statu s quo in Europe as prov ided in 
the Versailles treaty. She has hedged herself 
around w ith a num ber of sm all allies m ost of 
whom 
were 
strengthened 
by 
the 
Versailles 
treaty. If France can get an in tern atio n al police 
force established in the League of N ations she 
will dom inate Europe for all tim e to come, since 
she 
dom inates 
the 
League 
politically 
and 
through the dom ination will be able to punish 
any nation w hich she sees fit to term an 
“agressor” in any trouble w hich m ay arise. 
There is som ething in the F rench argum ent, 
of course, tha t w ithout an in tern atio n al police 
force to back up its decisions, the League is pow­ 
erless to do anything. B ut no free nation is go- | 
ing to entrust' its future safety to a po litic a l! 
controlled in tern atio n al police force dom inated 
by a m ajority in the League of N ations. So there | 
you hav e it. W ithout a police force the League 
is powerless and w ith such an offensiv e arm , the 
League would be a danger to the political and 
economic fu |bre of any nation it desired to pu n ­ 
ish.

WASHINCTON TODAY 


A special serv ice was held M on­ 
day m orning by the 
C hristian 
Science Society as a pa rt of the 
nation-w ide celebration of the 
George W ashington bicentennial. 
The serv ice included an a d ­ 
dress on George W ashington by 
the F irst Reader, in part as fol­ 
lows; “Among all m en who hav e 
attain ed to an equal degree of 
prom inence; George W ashington 
is 
one 
of 
com parativ ely 
few 
whose public and priv ate liv es 
are conspicuous for the pres­ 
ence of rig ht and the absence of 
wrong. This m eeting, therefore, 
furnishes an occasion for 
re­ 
counting some of his m oral and 
spiritual traits. Among W ash­ 
ington’s 
m ost 
firmly 
form ed 
tra its were his faith in God and 
his respect for religion, ev en for 
other people’s religions. W hen 
once extrem ely ill he calm ly said, 
‘I know tha t I am in the hands 
of a good Prov idence.’ And he 
recov ered^ To div ine Prov idence, 
also, he attributed his im m unity 
from injury in battle; and a t 
different times, particularly in 
the French and Indian War, his 
escapes from harm seem ed m ir­ 
aculous. Ev idently, also, he had 
a sense of Principle. 
For in ­ 
stance. when the C onstitutional 
Conv ention m et in 1787, and the 
prospect for agreem ent on a plan 
of n atio n al gov ernm ent seemed 
rem ote, W ashington said to his 
fellow -delegates from V irginia, 
‘Let us raise a stan d ard to which 
the wise and honest can repair. 
The ev ent is in the hands of 
God.”’ 
A Lessqn-Serm on prepared es­ 
pecially for this occasion 
was 
read by the First and Second 
Readers.
